RESCUED FROM DEATH AT SEA 


JAPANESE TAKEN FBOM BUBW-

ING STEAMEB. 


All Were Taken Off By the Americir.i 


. Transport Crook, En Boute 


to Philippines. 


San Francisco, Nov. 1.—Forty-five 


Japanese, powerless to escape from a 
burnin steamer, were rescued by the 
transport Crook on her outward voy- 
age from this port. News of tlie res- 
cue reached here on the transport 
Sheridan. 


The Crook left here on September 


16, bound for Maiiila. On October 10, 
when 
off Vandeimaii 
straits, 
a 


steamer flying distress signals, was 
sighted. The vessel proved to be the 
Japanese collier Yoshinu Maru and 
was on fire. The Crook altered her 
course and headed for the burning 
vessel. When 
she arrived withhi 


hailing distnn'ca the flames were be- 
yond the control of the crew and were 
coming from the hatchways. 
T'le 


Japanese were hanging over the sides 
of the vessel, being unable to stand 
the heat on deck. All were rescued 
by the crew of the Crook aud were 
taken to Nagasaki. 
The Japanese 


stated that at the first sign of -fire 
;he Chinese members of the crsw 
launched the 'boats and left the Jap- 
anese to fight the fire unassisted. The 
Yoshimi Maru burned to the water's 
edge and then 
disappeared 
from

HOW IT OCCtTBBED. 


Dr. Gulmyer has been paying1 liis 


attentions to- Miss'Borney for several 
years, and if waa generally snppottd 
that they were tiifrivg'ed to be mar- 
ried. Information i'rom Elkhart i* to 
the effect that Friday afternoon Misa 
Barney, in company with aaothev 
young womtm nnd two young- men, 
went nutting north of the city. Qul- 
myer heard of It and begin drinking1. 
He met her on her return at the en- 
trance to the Turner building, where 
she resided with her another, and a 
quarrel ensued. Her mother tried to 
get him to leave. Gulmy«r knocked 
tho elder woraan down and fired two 
shots at her daughter, one of them 
pcjietratiuy 'the left lung. Attorney 
P. L. Turner, wtaoae office is in thk ' 
building, heard the shot* and he Im- 
mediately ran to the vestibule. He 
seized Gulniycr and dragged Mm into 
his office and held him until Hie po- 
lice arrived. 
Physicians aii.empt«(l 


to locate the bullet, but Miss Barney 
was too weak to admit of an opsr- 
atlon. 


Gulmyer was born and reared in 


Elkhart, and had borne a good repu- 
tation, though recently he had been. 
drinking heavily. It ia snid he had 
quarreled with the girl several times 
and had threatened to shoot her if stye 
dismissed him. Jealousy is presumel 
to have bees the cause for the at- 
tempted murder, and at the police sta- 
tion Gulmyer said: "I was drunk; I 
don't care what happens to me aoir. 
My life is wrecked; I hope I may die 
before morning." It was believed lie 
would attempt suicide, and a special 
officer was detailed to guard his cell. 


BESIDED IN FOBT WAYNE. 
Miss Barney, who may yet die as 


the result of the murderous assault 
upon her, was the daughter of Frank 
Barney, now deceased, who was for- 
merly a brakeman and later a con- 
ductor on the Lake Erie and Western 
railroad. For eight years the family 
resided in Fort Wayne, and =the 
daughter will be well remembered by 
many people in this city. The family 
resided in Bloomingdale, and for a 
time conducted the Bacine house,, a 
boarding place for railroad men. 
Subsequently they removed to Hunt- 
ington, where Barney became a con- 
ductor on the Erie railroad. 


At frequent intervals since their re- 


moval from Fort Wayne Miss Barney 
has visited 
friends in tie city. 


Charles Anderson, a. brakeman on/the 
Grand Bapids railroad, is a relative, 
and Miss Barney was occasionally a 
guest of Mr. Anderson's family. Her 
lost visit to Fort Wayne was In Sep- 
tember, on the occasion of the dedica- 
tion of the court house, when she wn* 
a guest at the honu of Mrs. Catherine 
Emrick and Mrs. Frank Gebert, on St. 
Joe boulevard.

BIG DEMOCRATIC MEETING IN

Pive eloquent leaders addressed a 


large audience of democrats at Saen- 
gerbund hall last evening in the clos- 
ing meeting of the campaign in the 
city, and enthusiasm was at high 
pitch. 
Preceding the gathering the 


Jefferson club, headed by its dru^i 
:orps, gave a parade, and the en- 
trance of the club into the big hall 
was the signal for an outburst of en- 
thusiasm that reminded one of the 
presidential campaigns. 


President D. C. Stout, of the Jeffer- 


son club, presided, and the first 
speaker was Judge Allen Zollars. 
For more than an hour Judge Zollars 
discussed issues both national and 
local in a plain, straightforward man. 
uer that could not be misunderstood. 


"It is ft health-ul sign of the 


democracy.'' he said, "that it meets 
openly to consider and seek solution 
of great questions, and to discuss the 
nets of the party in power. I wish 
we could convince the republicans of 
the propriety of doing likewise and 
induce them to abandon the practice 
of sanding out midnight marauding 
parties to do their campaigning. It 
is -a shameful spectacle for American 
citizens to contemplate—a political 
party driven to such extremities a3 
to go out at night and malign ths 
characters of individuals, or to go to 
Indianapolis, as they did two years 
•vgo, and malign the whole commun- 
i1y. But they do not stop ot traduc- 
ing the candidates, but drag- their 
wives and families into controversy. 
The most infamous act ever resorted 
to in political history was that vil- 
lainous attempt yesterday to injure 
a father by uttering a foul slander 
on his daughter, just budding from 
girlhood. 


"I have watched the course of ths 


democratic party for thirty-sbc years 
in Allen county, and it has always 
put up tickets composed of good men. 
The ticket this year is up to the 
average of our party. The republi- 
cans are without a valid issue. Their 
expert went through our county books 
twice and reported that he found 
nothing wrong." 


He contrasted the economy in th-: 


democratic administration of Allen 
county affairs with tho extravagance 
in vogue wherever the republicans 
are in power. "We have here," he 
said, "She second or third lowest tax 
levy in the state, despite the expendi- 
ture of a great amount for.the finest 
court house in the world." He paid 
a tribute to the honesty of the build- 
ers of the court house. If that build- 
ing had been erected in a republican 
county of Indiana, he said, it would 
have cost a million and a half dollars 
instead of $800,000. 


JUDGE O'ROURKE FOLLOWED. 
Judge Edward O'Rourke was the 


next speaker. The deanocratic party. 
he said, is pledged la reform in al! 
avenues of government, and opposed 
to extravagance either in. local or 
national affairs. It stands for econ- 
omy at home, and protection for th; 
people against the rapacious trusts:, 
whose oppression has grown insolent: 
because they knew their control over 
the party in power. "Don't forget," 
he said, "that our county affairs arfc 
administered economically, that your 
democratic 
officials built a court 


I house that has made Fort Wayne 
famous, and built it so cheaply that 
it is a marvel; built it without scan- 
dal." 


Judge O'Rourke referred 
to ~ht 


clanger of permitting trusts to con- 
tinue, and declared it the duty of 
voters of Allen county to return their 
representative 
to congress and to 


elect to the state legislature men who 
•are pledged to correct existing evils. 


ON LOCAL ISSUES. 


Hon. 
W. P. Breen referred to th? 


efforts of the republicans to dreg into 
the campaign matters which were in 
no wise issues in the contest, and 
stated that it was time for every dem- 
ocrat to pledge anew his allegianca 
to his party. He referred to the re- 
publican attempt to divide the demo- 
cratic strength by furthering the 
socialist doctrines. 


••Every man who is honestly im- 


bued with socialism's principles,'' he 
said, "will find that the only vab'd 
socialism finds lodgment in the demo- 
cratic party. The democratic party 
fights now .as it always has, for th.9 
largest measure of government by the 
people. It is rooted in the principle 
of popular government, and its aim is 
the ultimate good of the people." 


Hon. Henry 
Colpvick spoke biu 


briefly, but his effort was a master- 
ful one, and his telling points stirred 
his hearers to the most tumultuous 
applause.

..iL-iibiii^ i*i ii.aiii1.Ciii. They \veic .il- 
wnys a peace-loving people, caring 
more for the cultivation of their arts 
than for conquest; and nn attempt at 
profiting1 by white men's commercial- 
ism reduced their own crafty prac- 
tices to :i considerable degree, but 
through the white man. th-jir arts 
have been partly restored, and they 
look upon him as their friend and 
i:ot as a conqueror. A year ago the 
eldest of the tribe had forgotten the 
accomplishments . of his forefathers 
to a degree that rendered h(m un.-.ble 
to make any of the beautiful birch- 
bark and quill work tlr.it made his 
tribe famous among- the earlier peo- 
ple of this continent. He likewise 
knew nothing of the customs worn 
by the 
people of his tribe in the 


earlier day. The present generation 
was satisfied with plain garments lit 
up by a tawdry sash or head-band, 
and they did not consider it worth 
while to decorate the skin garment, 
having forgotten the original method 
of execxiting- the work.

delusions and sometimes are very ap- 
parent in the scandals which such 
persons tnko pains to repeat

seem to gloat over. 
In the early 


stages this form of delusion iv not 
iinfrequeiilly present. Another form 
of delusion is t h n t of gri-.-ii wealth 
or ability lo make wealth. This re- 
sembles the delusions so common in 
paresis, except that it does not go. 
on beyond a certain limit. 
The pa-' 


ticnt will ahv.-iys fool (hat. he can 
make money and do other things not 
common in the ordinary

events. Ordinarily he will be content 
with plans iind schemes of sn
